They did it again. For the second consecutive season, our cross-town “rivals” won the World Series following 103 regular season wins and a 
compelling seven-game series with AL’s top-seed, the Red Sox. Turns out, that Juan Soto guy was a decent free agent signing. When David Bednar is your 
8th inning guy (acquired during the offseason from the Pirates), you know you're a hell of a team. Anyway, fuck ‘em. Onto 2026. 


Your 2025 Angels (75-87) were not a good team, but unlike their 2024 predecessors, they were at least watchable, thanks to explosive breakout 
seasons from Nolan Schanuel, Logan O’Hoppe, and Zach Neto, along with a (miraculous!) full season of health from Mike Trout. This quartet was as 
strong as any in the American League, but the remainder of the lineup was predictably sub-par and the pitching staff was just as woeful as we feared. 


We made one trade at the Deadline, and it involved a rather significant asset. More on that momentarily. The full-season team ranks:

e Hello, Nolan Schanuel. What an incredible age-23 season. We knew he made significant power gains during the offseason, but nothing quite like 
this (.302/.391/.577, 154 wRC+, 43 HR). He was perhaps the best player in the AL in the second half of the season, posting a wRC+ of 161, 183, and 
206 in the final three months. Like Neto and O’Hoppe, we now need to start thinking about how and when we wish to open extension negotiations. Of 
note, he very much benefitted from the exceptionally friendly-for-lefties dimensions of Angel Stadium, hitting 26 of his 43 homers in Anaheim. Other 
than Yankee Stadium, Angel Stadium rates as the most lefty-friendly HR park in MLB. Unlike O’Hoppe, Schanuel won't hit arbitration until next 
offseason, giving us time to space out these offers. 


e Seven of the top eight in WAR are 25 or younger. We have our core in place. The next step is identifying the optimal role players. One of those is 
Grant McCray, whom we acquired from the Giants at the 2024 Deadline for Carlos Estevez. We’re going to work hard this offseason at trying to get 
him to some additional in-game power, which would give him a feasible shot at a 20/20 season with stellar defense in center field. 


e Speaking of 20/20, Dylan Beavers was well on his way to the milestone in his rookie season until he busted his knee cap on a collision in the outfield 
in early August. He’s tracking towards being ready for Spring Training and should reprise his role hitting 5th or 6th in the lineup. 


e One of the few perks of being a bad team is flexibility to take chances on players in Rule 5. Pablo Aliendo is a true talent .225 hitter and benefitted 
tremendously from a .407 BABIP, but do we care? Not really. He’s here to be a stud defensively. Among ~50 catchers with at least 250 chances, he 


finished top ten in zone rating and defensive efficiency and allows us to periodically DH O’Hoppe, whose defense remains a very weak point.

The Robert Stephenson Trade 


With nothing to offer other than a host of underperforming pitchers available leading up to the Deadline, | didn’t expect to do much -— if any — selling. 
Robert Stephenson was a dubious Perry Minasian free agent signing following the 2023 season, when Perry handed an injury-prone 31-year-old reliever a 
3-year, $33M contract on a team clearly heading into a prolonged rebuild. Perry gonna Perry. Anyway, Stephenson missed all of 2024 and the first month of 
2025, but settled into the closer’s role and nailed down 15-of-18 opportunities for us. In theory, a team bereft of big league-quality bullpen assets need not 
sell its best bullpen arm, and | wasn’t expecting to receive any worthwhile offers...until Toronto came calling. 


The Jays sold hard at the 2024 Deadline, jettisoning all of their rental players in hopes of re-tooling for 2025 with the prospects acquired in Deadline 
trades. They gave Vlad. Jr. his long-awaited extension but did not do so with Bo Bichette. Some of their 2024 Deadline acquisitions popped off early in the 
2025 season and the Jays were 20 games over .500 on Deadline day but in need of another high-leverage bullpen arm. With the clock ticking, they offered 
22-year-old Cuban right-hander Kendry Rojas, a borderline top 100 prospect. The Jays signed Rojas out of Cuba in 2020 and he steadily rose through the 
system, pitching quite well at High A Vancouver in the first few months of 2025. Additionally, Toronto didn’t ask for us to pay down a single dollar of the $16M 
remaining on Stephenson’s deal ($5M in 2025 and $11M in 2026). Frankly, after being non-commital on dealing Stephenson, | thought this offer was a 


no-brainer. We immediately promoted Rojas to AA Rocket City, where he pitched beautifully over 10 starts (3.43 ERA, 3.25 FIP, 27.8% K, 8.8% BB) and is 
likely to join the big league rotation at some point in 2026. Like Caden Dana (who debuted in the bigs on September 1), he’s going to skip Salt Lake and go 


directly to the Majors. 


Stephenson was brilliant down the stretch for Toronto, saving 15-of-17 games and helping the Jays to a wild card berth and eventual 2-1 series loss 
against the Orioles. He’ll open 2026 as their closer.

— Only four of our pitchers finished with FIPs under 4.00: Roansy Contreras, Ben Joyce, Anthony Bender, and 27-year-old rookie Jack Dashwood 


Anthony Bender’s home run rate spiked upon arrival from Miami (0.5 to 1.7 per 9). The conditions at our ballpark are absolute hell for any 
flyball pitcher. Bender’s 55% ground-ball rate should enable him to re-stabilize the home run rate next season. 


Still just 25, Roansy Contreras has developed into a completely “fine” multi-inning bullpen arm. This was easily the best season of his career 
thus far, though | have a feeling we’re going to disagree with him considerably on his value as he heads into his first round of arbitration. 


Ben Joyce had the lowest home run rate allowed on the team (0.3 HR/9) and is great at staying off of the barrel, but his control remains 
erratic (13.1% BB rate). He’s not what the organization hoped he would be when they drafted him in the third round in 2022, but there’s still 
hope for a reliable, middle-relief type of pitcher here who can occasionally throw higher-leverage innings. 


Jack Dashwood is an organizational favorite who has slowly climbed the ladder as a longshot 12th round pick from the 2019 Draft from 
UCSB. He’s one of very few left-handed pitchers in the upper levels of the org and uses his impeccable, 65-grade control to offset some very 
fringy stuff. He also pitched to a 3.16 ERA (3.46 FIP) in 42 innings at Salt Lake, which is awfully impressive in that particular run environment.

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The Offseason Plans 


Recent MLB history is replete with teams who “did things the right way” at the outset of a rebuild, but failed to take the next step in shoving their 
improved rosters into the competitive window. We have the core in place. There are enough “interesting” role players in the upper levels of the system to 
envision this team contending in 2026. Pitching remains a massive shortcoming and the ballpark isn’t doing us any favors, especially with some many fly-ball 
pitchers still innhabitating the upper levels and the big league roster. The scouting department — led by Deron Johnson — has been steadily signing 
high-ceiling players into the development complex. We have 11 prospects rated inside the OSA top 200 (we only had three in the summer of 2024). A lot of 
good stuff is happening — but how do we move the ball forward? 


The division is wide-open. The Mariners won the AL West last year at 88-74 but with an underwhelming +18 run differential. The Rangers (84-78) 
finished second with a +14 run differential. The Astros predictably took a step back (77-85, -25 RD) and might be temporarily out of their incredibly-long 
competitive window. This isn’t the AL East, where the top three won a minimum of 93 games with at least a +120 run differential. We can compete now. 


After declining Evan White’s team option (again, Perry, why?), we have approximately $39 million available in the budget this offseason.

Other Miscellaneous Notes 


e Patrick Sandoval missed the first half of the season working his way back from TJ surgery but returned from his rehab assignment in mid-July and 
remained healthy the rest of the year. He’s our toughest “call” of this year’s arb crop. Entering his final arbitration season, he’s going to cost 
somewhere between $8M and $9M. Is a 4.60-ish ERA true talent pitcher worth it? In a vacuum, perhaps not, but considering how little depth we have 
behind him, we'll likely bite the bullet and hope he re-establishes himself as a viable MLB-caliber starter. 


e Two other pitchers previously on the 40-man missed most of the 2025 season with elbow tears but opted for less invasive procedures that will allow 
them to return in time for Spring: Jack Kochanowicz and Victor Mederos. Kochanowicz was the team’s third round pick in 2019 out of a suburban 
Philly high school but lacks MLB-caliber stuff. He’s huge (6’7, 225), a good athlete, and a strike thrower, which, asssuming he returns to full health, 
gives him viability as a 6th/7th starter type who floats between Salt Lake and Anaheim. Mederos, drafted out of Oklahoma State in the 6th round in 
2022, was a fast mover until being shut down by elbow issues last May. He doesn’t throw strikes as consistently as Kochanowicz and is more likely to 
end up in a long-term relief role. 


e As has been the case since we acquired him from Tampa in January, we fully expect Zach Eflin to decline our qualifying offer. He approached us 
several times during the season regarding an extension, but signing older pitchers to lucrative, long-term deals is not something | envision us doing in 
this new era of Angels baseball. 


e With great sadness, and after nearly a decade, | regrettably announce that the Jo Adell era in Anaheim is Jo-ver. We tried everything. Everything. 
Swing changes. Extensive plate discipline work. Quality of contact work. It’s simply not going to happen. It’s uncommon to give up on 26-year-olds 
with prolific track records of mashing AAA pitching, but like so many Angels, the prior regime started his clock too soon and he’s already accrued 4 1⁄2 
years of major league service time and would cost at least $2 million to bring back for 2026. That number isn’t justifiable for an out-of-options, 
right-handed hitting outfielder whose only value is hitting left-handed pitching. When we recalled him late in the season for a risk-free, low-pressure 
role with near-everyday at-bats, he still only hit .201/.270/.396 (77 wRC+) with a 31.1% K rate in 148 PAs. If he was capable of playing center field, 
this would be a different conversation...but he can’t. He’s strictly a corner guy. Pour one out. 


e A brief snapshot of our acquisitions and departures since taking over. Of course, this doesn’t include drafted players or amateur signees, nor does it 
include minor adds like Luis Guerrero (Matt Moore deal with Boston) or Jose Hernandez (second round Rule 5 pick).

e There are three current extension candidates: O’Hoppe, Neto, and Schanuel. We've reached out to representatives for all three players to assess 
their current demands: 


> Logan O’Hoppe (3.080 service time); demand 6 years, $156.9M (AAV $26.1M) 
> Zach Neto (2.170 service time); demand ? 
> Nolan Schanuel (2.045 service time); demand 8 years, $177.5M (AAV $22.2M) 


e | love O’Hoppe. He has an emerging case as the best-hitting catcher in baseball. But his current demand is a non-starter. We know he cares more 


than most about his salary (“high financial ambition”), but this number simply would not be worth it to us in light of his defensive limitations. He’s 


coming off of an incredible season and might not be able to match his 2025 output, which would give us some leverage if we roll the dice and wait to 
negotiate with him until after next season. As meaningful comps, the Brewers extended William Contreras for eight years at $200M, albeit with an 
opt-out after the third year. Will Smith is signed through 2030 at approximately $30M AAV. Contreras and Smith are much more adept defensively. 
O’Hoppe is under control for three more seasons and | can’t foresee us offering him anything in the range of his current demand. 


e Schanuel’s numbers are easier to stomach, though | hesitate to commit such princely sums to a player who doesn’t play a premium defensive 
position. With that said, his elite plate discipline gives him a yearly floor that isn’t reliant upon repeating 2025’s monstrous power numbers. He should 


age gracefully into his late twenties and early thirties.
